Followers of the record eight-week revival, led in the 
huge tent at Washington Blvd. and Hill St. by Dr. Billy 
Graham, dynamic young preacher, last night folded the 6500 
chairs and started removal of the "canvas cathedral." 

With an estimated 450 Protes- 


tant evangelical ministers on the 
speaker's platform, Dn Graham 
closed the unprecedented down- 
town revival campaign with his 
65th sermon at the 3 p.m. service.

"The revival that started here 
won't end with the folding of this 
tent," he declared. "I have in my 
pocket a telegram from the Phila- 
delphia Presbytery that 125 pas- 
tors there are praying that this 
campaign will launch a nation- 
wide revival," he said. "Many 
thought apostasy too deep. But 
I think that the Church of God 
will be revived and thousands of 
sinnei's will be saved." He re- 
called the great Welsh revival 
which swept England and other 
similar religious moves that saved 
Christian nations. 

'Revival Will Come' 

"This is not it yet," he asserted, 
"but revival will come. We need 
the realization of the need for re- 
vival."
